Level of Caspian Sea 


Changes in Centuries 


The Caspian, points out the Na- 
tional Geographic society, has long 
been a kind of Alice-in-Wonderland 
lake, growing smaller or larger un- 
der changing conditions. On the 
whole, in spite of striking and 
irregular variations, the level has 
sharply declined. In prehistoric 
times the sea had an elevation of 
150 feet above the level of the 
oceans, compared with its present 
surface of 85 feet below that level. 
Between the 14th and 20th centuries, 
the drop amounted to roughly 87 
feet. 

Lacking an outlet, the Caspian is 
actually a lake rather than a sea, 
Lying in the deepest section of the 
great depression south and south- 
west of the Urals, it is more than 
700 miles long. Its kidney-shaped 
outlines on the map resemble those 
of its slightly smaller neighbor, the 
Black sea, although the latter 
stretches east and west instead of 
north and south, 

The Caspian sea Is tne largest of 
all inland waters, Covering nearly 
170,000 square miles, its area 
greatly exceeds that of the com- 
bined surfaces of the Great Lakes. 
Once, some authorities say, it was 
part of a vast Asiatic sea linked 
with the Arctic ocean, a belief sup- 
ported by the presence of seals in 
its waters,

SWIFT GETS BANKHEAD'S 
POST; MEADOWS NAMED 
SUPT, OF EDUCATION 

Voters of Alabama will go to 
the polls again to choose a 
United States to fill va- 
cancy created by death of Senator 
John H, Bankhead, and a State 
Superintendent of  Hdueation, 
Meanwhile, Gov. Sparks has ap- 
pointed Highway Director G. BR, 
Swift to the Senate, under a tem 
to hold until 
a new Senator is elected, and Dy, 
A. Rh. Mendows, director of the ed- 
ucation department’ division o1 
administration and finance, as Su 
perintendent of ldueation for the 
unexpired term of Dr, BE B. Nor 
ton, 

Where a Senate vacaney oceurs, 
the law requires the Governor to 
cull an election to fill it, and gives 
him authority to make a tempo- 
rary appointment pending holding: 
of the eleetion, Goy. Sparks has 
called an cleetion for Nov. 5, the 
same date as the regular general 
election, In one-party Alabama, 
a state-wide general election is in 
the nature of a formality, and the 
real fight for Senator Bankhead’s 
seat will come in a special Demo- 
cratic primary to be held in ad- 
vance of the general election, The 
State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee has been called to meet on 
June 22 to fix the primary date. 
When a new Senator is elected, he 
will take office at once, immedi- 
ately after the November election, 
Mr. Swift, former State legislator 
and prominent Atmore business 
man, will serve only until the No- 
vember clection, and will not be a 
candidate in the coming election, 
leaving the field open, with a flock 
of candidates reported poised to 
make the race. The Senator to be 
chosen in the coming election will 
serve Bankhead’s unexpired term 
which runs to January, 1949, 

At the special election voters 
will also name a Superintendent 
of Education for a four-year term 
beginning in January, as result of 
death of Dr. H. C. Pannell, of 
Tusealoosa, Dr, Pannell was nom- 
inated for the place in the May 
primary, but died after the pri- 
mary. Meanwhile, Dr. EF. B. Nor- 
ton has resigend as State Superin- 
tendent of Education to take a job 
in Washington, effective June 15, 
and Dr. Meeadows has been ap- 
pointed for his unexpired term. 

Gov. Sparks announced that he 
would appoint Ed N. Rogers, 
Swift’s assistant, to succeed him 
as Highway Director.

with one another, 

The Lord seeks his people and 
gives himself in friendship to them, 
even to the full devotion of death. 
Shall we do less for one another? 

Our lesson presents four ways in 
which Christ fellowshiped with his 
disciples, : 

I. The Fellowship of the Passover 
(Luke 22:14-18), 

It was late on Thursday, of what 
we call Holy Week, that Jesus and 
his disciples came to the upper room 
where Peter and John had already 
made preparation for the observ- 
ance of the Passover (Luke 22:8), 

This feast had (since that great 
and awful night of Israel’s redemp- 
tion out of Egypt's bondage) pointed 
forward to the Christ and to his 
cross as the fulfillment of the type 
of redemption by the shedding of 
blood. 

Our Lord looked forward with in- 
tense desire to the Passover which 
he now observed with his disciples, 
for it was the last celebration of 
that feast recognized by God. All 
that it had foreshadowed of deliver- 
ance and hope was fulfilled in him 
who now sat at the table. He had 
moved forward with resolute pur- 
pose to this day when his mission 
on earth was to be accomplished, 
and he was to become the Chris- 
tian's Passover lamb (I Cor, 5:7). 

The Passover was a solemn feast 
of remembrance of God's deliver- 
ance from the bondage of Egypt, 
but it was now to be replaced by 
a new feast of remembrance of eter- 
nal significance. They went on into 

It, The Fellowship of the Lord's 
Table (Luke 22:19, 20). 

Taking the unleavened bread and 
the unfermented wine of the Pass- 
over which had just been observed, 
Jesus established the Christian feast 
of remembrance, which we call 
communion, or the Lord's table. 

His words are significant, ‘For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do show the 
Lord's death till he come"’ (I Cor, 
11:26), At the Lord's table his fol- 
lowers find spiritual strength in re- 
calling his death for them, but they 
also find joy as they remember that 
he is to come again, They thus testi- 
fy to the world that they believe 
and cherish these truths, 

Our Lord also spoke of the cup as 
‘my blood of the new testament.” 
The word ‘‘testament’’ means cov- 
enant. The Lord's table, therefore, 
speaks of our allegiance to him, 
of our loyalty to our Lord, and of 
our devotion to his service. That is 
why the Christian church speaks of 
communion as a sacrament, a word 
from the Latin sacramentum, 
meaning oath, and essentially an 
oath of ‘allegiance. 

WI. The Fellowship of God's 
Word (John 17:6-8). 

John gives us a blessed account 
of the fellowship of Jesus and his 
disciples in the upper room, and 
then takes us into what is indeed 
“the Holy of Holies’’ of Scripture, 
our Lord’s intercessory prayer. 
Here ‘‘the High Priest of our pro- 
fession’’ (Heb, 3:1) brings us into 
the very presence of God, 

At the very beginning of his peti- 
tions for them and for us (see v. 
20) he speaks of the word which 
the Father had given him and which 
he had given to them. 

This little company of men had 
been given to Christ, drawn out of 
the evil world and set apart for 
God's work, But note that the thing 
which distinguished them in the 
eyes of the Lord was that they had 
“kept’’ the word of God, even as 
they had received the living word, 
Christ, as the one whom the Father 
had sent. 

That kind of fellowship with the 
Lord makes a man strong and use- 
ful. Life and testimony both ring 
true because they exalt Christ. 

IV. The Fellowship of Prayer 
(John 17:20, 21). 

Christ prayed for his disciples, 
not only those immediately pres- 
ent, but all who should through the 
ages since that day believe in Christ 
because of their witness, 

That puts each one of us, who is 
a true disciple, right into the center 
of the greatest prayer fellowship of 
alltime. He, the eternal and omnipo- 
tent one, prays for us. Why then 
should we be weak and faltering in 
our tesimony or have failures in our 
life? Can it be that we have failed 
to count on his prayer and have 
tried to walk in our own strength? 

The prayer for unity (v. 21) does 
not speak of an outward uniting of 
religious bodies such as is much 
favored and promoted in our day, 
Certainly where such unity can be 
attained without the sacrifice of 
principle or compromise with false 
doctrine it is desirable, Real unity 
is that of the heart,

Vaccination Limited, 


“We just couldn’t afford to vac- 
cinate anyone except key person- 
nel,"' said Dr. George Stuart, chief 
of the epidemic control branch of 
the UNRRAs health division. 

Latest figures available in Febru- 
ary show the typhus situation is 
much more favorable than had 
been anticipated, except in Croatia 
and Romania — “black spots’' for 
that disease. 

Here is a capsule report on the 
three international quarantine dis- 
eases with which Europe is con- 
cerned — smallpox, typhus and 
plague—and seme other communi- 
cable diseases: 

Smallpox — There was none ex- 
cept in Italy, where from April, 
1944, to January, 1946, there were 
5,686 cases and low mortality. In 
December, the number waned to 58, 
The advanced state of vaccination 
throughout Europe was responsible 
for minimizing the disease. 

Plague — There was none except 
in the Mediterranean ports, Jaffa 
has two cases; Haifa and Tel Aviv, 
one each, 

Typhus—-The situation is satisfac- 
tory in western and northern Eu- 
rope, although the winter is the peak 
season, 

DDT powder has revolutionized 
the control of typhus. In the Brit- 
ish and United States zones in Ger- 
many, for example, an average of 
1,000 cases weekly in June had dwin- 
dled by the end of August to prac- 
tically none because of a cam- 
paign employing DDT. 


Diphtheria Worst. 

Russia’s wartime use of SK9 — 
pyrenthum-base powder — compul- 
sory baths, change of uniforms and 
strict control measures in liberated 
nations helped to prevent expected 
typus epidemics in eastern Europe, 

The highest mortality rate of all 
diseases during the war was caused 
by diphtheria, which is receding. 

Scarlet fever is waning from the 
wartime high of two to five times 
normal cases, except in Sweden, 
which has two and a half times 
more cases than normal, and Den- 
mark, three and a half times. 

In typhoid fever the trend is 
downward, despite the fact that 
wrecked sewage and water supply 
systems make destroyed cities ripe 
for an epidemic. Germany and Po- 
land have the only high incidence 
the latter with 2,000 cases weekly 
in January, a drop since October 
high. 

Norway had five times more 
cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis 
recently than normal, Denmark 
eight times and Greece four times. 
Otherwise the disease is declining. 

Denmark and Norway five times 
above the normal number of cases 
of poliomyelitis, while Sweden had 
three times. A severe outbreak oc 
curred on the island of St. Helena 

Tuberculosis worst in Italy, Yugo. 
slavia and Greece, which had 25,000 
deaths in 1945, A recent cross-see- 
tion test in Italy showed that 2 to 
4 per cent a thousand persons 
sampled had the disease,

War Dennciaant Survey 
Shows They Fit Easily 
Into Civil Life. 


WASHINGTON, — According to a 
survey by the information and edu- 
cation division of the war depart- 
ment, most discharged soldiers are 
adjusting themselves to civil life 
without great difficulty or long de- 
lay. 

The sample survey covered 1,812 


men discharged from our widely 
scattered separation centers last 
July, 


They filled out questionnaires re- 
garding their plans at separation, 
These were followed by question- 
naires or interviews within two or 
four months which brought returns 
from 92 per cent of those originally 
questioned, 

About four-fifths of the veterans 
took jobs within three months after 
discharge. 

The job turnover was fairly high. 
Nearly a fifth of the veterans re- 
ported they had left 
job when they answered the follow- 
up questionnaires. 

Wages Disappoint, 

Generally speaking, the men re- 
turned to jobs at about the same 
skill level they had when they en- 
tered the army, despite their belief 
they could upgrade themselves im- 
mediately afier discharge, 

Veterans reported disappointment 
with wages, arising largely from 
the stories of tremendous civilian 
earnings which they heard while 
in service, 

Only 3 per cent reported they were 
full-time students. However, dis- 
charges in July were from among 
older men with long service, of 
whom few would be interested in 
continuing education. 

Of those examined, 64 per 


ing the army. 

Twenty-two per cent of all ques- 
tioned returned to work with their 
former employer. Three per cent 
planned to return, 2 per cent tried 
but couldn’t get their old jobs back, 
4 per cent asked, but decided not 
to return, and 33 per cent made no 
effort to return, 

On separation, 8 per cent said 
they would seek or return to gov-

ernment jobs and 11 per cent said 
they would probably try for govern- 
ment jobs. 

Some Ask Benefits. 

Within 90 days of discharge, 8 
per cent of those examined had 
taken public employment, three- 
quarters with federal agencies, 10 
per cent had applied for such jobs 
and nearly a third planned to apply 
later, 

Twenty-two per 
examined applied for benefits under 
the G.I, bill of rights. 

Only about half of these had re- 
ceived favorable action at the time 
of their replies. 

Relatively few were turned down 
for educational aid or readjustment 
allowances, Rejection of loan appli- 
cations ran higher than accept- 
ances, 

The follow-up questionnaires did 
not seek to go inte psychological 
adjustment.

The group, which includes chem- 
ists, biologists and geologists, re- 
cently was appointed by the gov- 
ernment’s Beaux-Arts department 
to survey the condition of monu- 
ments throughout France.

PEANUT LEAFSPOT CONTROL 

Dusting controls leafspot, a dis- 
ease which reduces the yield as 
greatly as 200-500 pounds of pea- 
nuts and 400-800 pounds of hay 
per acre, (1) Dusting Material: 
Copper-sulfur dust mixtures give 
better leafspot control and higher 
yields than straight sulfur dust 
alone. (2) Dusting Equipment: 
This dust can be applied by horse- 
drawn duster, tractor duster, and 
should be applied under still con- 
ditions. It is best early in the 
morning or late in afternoon, (3) 
When to Dust: For runner pea- 
nuts, make the first dusting appli- 
cation during the first ten days of 
July. On Spanish peanuts, dust 
should be started about 10 days 
earlier. Make 4 applications at 10- 
days to two-weeks intervals. Re- 
peat if any application is washed 
off. Amount of Dust To Apply: 
For runners, apply 15 to 20 lbs. 
per acre per dustin,g which will 
total 60 to 80 lbs. for 4 applica- 
tions. For Spanish, apply 3 appli- 
ations of 15 to 20 lbs. per acre, 
which totals 45 to 60 lbs, per acre.
